This Principle was the Occaſion of this Admirable 


Song of which our Text is a part. Iſrael had frequent- 


ly done Evil in the fight of the Lord; And God, when 
ſofter Means were Ineffectual, had given Strength and 
Courage to ſeveral of the Neighbouring Princes to Laſh,

The Cruel Service of ſo ſevere a Tyrant, awakened 
the drowſie Sinful 1/raelites at laſt, and made them 
Remember that God was their Rock, and the moſt high 
God their Strength, ſo they Cryed to him in their Trou- 
ble, and the Lord Delivered them out of their Diftreſs, 
For tho? he had, as a juſt hag for their Sins, 


lubjeQed them to Fabin Ring of Canaan, yet he per- 


mitted them to have a Fudge of their own, Deborah the 


Wife of Lapidoth, who, as ſhe was entruſted with an 


Extraordinary Power, for Judges wanted only the | 
Name, but had all the Authority of a Ring, fo She, tho* 
a Woman, was particularly Qualify'd for fo weighty 

an Employment. She's calPd a Propheteſs, not only 
as ſhe had the Gift of Foretelling things to come, as 
inthe Caſe of 1aePs Deliverance by Barats Army, and

and Barak were who are: call'd upon in the Text, and 
how far they were Inflrumeptal in the preſent Deliverance 
of 'ſrael, Of Deborah we are told in the foregoing 
Chapter, that She Judged Iſrael at this time. The 
Judges of Jjrae/ had not that Authority by Succeſſion, 
for 1/rae/ was in thoſe Days under a perfect Theocracy, 
or God Govern'd them immediately by Himſelf, and 
let them know his Will by the High Prieſt who had 
Urim and Thammim, by Virtue of which, He was en- 


abled to ſpeak to them, in the Name of God, what 


was True and Right; And all J/rae! were to be con- 
cluded by the Prieſts Anſwer, unleſs they Reſolv'd up- 


on a Rebellion againſt God ; Thus it was 1n the Caſe 


of the Firſt Canaanitiſb War, of their Attacquing Ai 


and Jericho, and of that Bloody War which the other 


Tribes managed againſt the Laſciviouſſy Brutiſb Ben] a- 


But as God, who could have Puniſh'd Iſrael as He 


did Egzpr, by Judgments immediately from his Ow# 


Hand, yet choſe rather to Scourge them for their In- 


gratitude and Idolatry by the Hands of their Exvious 


Neighbours, that They might know how God, when 


he pleas'd, could make uſe of his 'gnorant Enemies to 
Puniſh his Rebellions and Ingrateful Friends ; And 
that the weakeſt of their Neighbours, whom, it may 
be Vrael in the Pride of their Numbers, deſpiſed, yet, 
when they were Inſpirited by God, were able enough 
to Humble them; And that all their Szcceſſes, whether 


Ordinary or Miraculoas, depended only on the Favour 


of their God: As God dealt thus when He Puniſh'd 


them, ſo when He Deliver'd them,tho? He could have 


Deſtroy'd their Enemies at once, as He did Pharaoh in 
the Red Sea, yet He rather choſe to Inſpire ſome Man of 


 Egunence from among themſelves with eſpecial Wiſ⸗ 
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dom, Courage and Faith to Recover their Countries 


Liberty. The Reputation of which Gallant Under- 
taking touch'd the Hearts of the People with an Ex- 
traordinary Reverence for them ; Whence they held 
the Government during their Natural Lives, and that 


Bleſſing which attended their Endeavours for the Pub- 


lick Good, ſettled their Authority ſo firmly, that we 
never hear of any J/-ae/ite ſpurning againſt them. 
Such a Jaage was Deborah, the Wife of Lapidoth, as 
ſhe's call'd. Some Interpreters take Lapidoth to be 
only another Name of Barak, and ſo make Deborah to 
be Barak*s Wife; But the Fancy's Groundleſs : For, 
had they been Man and Wife, Why thould they have 
iv'd at ſuch a Diſtance from one another? She ander 4

To do ſo was no Cuſtom in I/rae/: Nor did Perſons 
Eminent for Piety without Superſtition ever uſe to 
Live in ſuch a ſtate of Separation.

| Inferiour Rank; But his Wife as being a Prophereſs, 


One of thoſe to whom God Revealed himſelf in a par- 


ticular Manner, and Conſequentiy a Perſon of Emi- 
nent Piety and Wiidom, God was pleas'd to ſet a 


Peculiar Mark of Honour upon Her, and to make all 


Iſrael come to Mount Ephraim to her for Judgment. ch. 4. 4. 


Thus we ſee the Grace of God makes no difference 


in Sexes, but can raiſe a Weak Woman to be as great 


an Inſtrument of Good to his People, and can endue 


Her with as many Royal Qualities, ſuch as Become 
the Head of a Nation, as the moſt Heroic and High- 
Born of Men. It's true 1/7ae! was now in a very low 
Condition, Slaves to their own Slaves, and God put 
the Reins of Governmenr into Deborah's Hands in a 


very troubleſome Juncture; But he did not Quali) 
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her for ſo great-an Office for Nothing: Thoſe Noble 
Endowments with which He had bleſt Her were not 


deſigned to be ſtifled in Canaanttiſh Slavery. But God 
Called her to his Foot to make her a Mother in Iſrael,that 


She might Pity and Love, and Attempt ſome great 


thing for the Deliverance of her People. | 

Fo this End He gives to Her, as to other Judges, an 
Abſolute and Uncontrovulable Power over Iſrael All 
Iſrael ſought to Her— Ard they were ſo thoroughly 


Convinc'd, that God himſelf had fixt her in the Poſt 


of Honour, that when ſhe ſaid to One Come, he came, 
and when fine {aid to Another, Go, he went. And this 
Power of Her's appear d in the Caſe of Barak, a Man, 
certainly of no mean Quality, yet She Commands him 


to Raiſe an Army, and to Undertake a Dangerous 
War, and He Obeys Her; Whence it appears that 
ſhe exerciſed a Sovereign Aathority over the People, 


and as Myſes tells us of himſelf, that He was Ring, fo 
it may be Aſſerted of Deborah, that She was Qacen in

We Learn from hence, that as Wiſe Mex will un- 
dertake Nothing in their Own Private Concerns, ſo 
iſe Princes will go about no Pablick Affairs, without 
Conſulting God in the Firſt Place. And Men may 
Conſult God, either by Obtaining immediate Anſwers 
from him, as in the Prophetical and Apoſtolical Ages : 
Or by carefully Examining his Written Word, and 
drawing from thence the Safeſt a Wiſeſt Politic 
 Maximes for Managing the Affairs both of Peace and 

We Learn farther, That God is never wanting to 1 
them Who ſeek to Him in a Humble and Religious 1 
Manner, but will ſhow them what's Right, and Di- 
rect and Guard them in the Way Which they ought | 
to take. That, when Princes and Governours accords || 
ingly, Undertake a Lawful War, all their Subjects 
who have a true ſenſe of their Religious Obligations, | 
will Obey and Aſſiſt them Heartily in their Wars, 
eſpecially in thoſe which are carry*d* on to Reſcue 
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their Native Countries, or thoſe of their Allies from 


the Toke of Foreigners. And Laſtly, we Learn from 
hence, that all thoſe who go out with God's Bleſſing 
to Fight his Battles, can never fail of Good Succeſs. 
If Barak at the Propheteſſes Command carries Ten Lhon- 


ſand Men with him into the Field, God will bring 
down Siiſera with his mighty Army, and Deliver Him 


into the Hands of Barat. bat. 
We find then, that Deborah was the firſt Mover in 


this Religious V/ar, God Inſpir'd Her with Fore-ſight 


and Courage, and ſhe was not Diſobedient to his 


Word. She preſcribes the Number, Ten Thoaſazd, 
Barak muſt not have too great an Army, leaſt They 


ſhould imagine they ow'd the Victory to their own 


Numbers and Proweſs. Three Handred were enough 


to ſerve God's DeFgn when he ſeat Gideon againſt the 


Midianites,, when all was to be a Night-Piece and only 
manag'd by a Stratagem. Ten Thouſand were enough 


for Him who was Lord of Hoſts, when the Victory 


was to be Decided in open Field. Deborah directs his 


March to Mount Tabor, on purpole that he might give 


the greater Umbrage to Siſera, who upon hearing of 
ſuch a Concourſe, would — raiſe what Forces 
he could to enaſh the growing Inſurrections; And, 


that the might Encourage Barak the more, ſhe pro-

on for the little Difficulties he made, ihe lets him 
know, that, The Journey he made ſhould not be for his

Bara wanted neither Courage nor Good Will for 


ſo great an Enterprize. But it required a very ſtrong 


Faith to make him believe he ſhould have Succeſs, and 
indeed his Faith was ſuch as gave him a place among 


tho& Memorable Heroes Recorded. by the Apoſtle.

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For, however Barak ſeem'd to heſitate a little at Firſt, 
and, things ſtanding as then they did, who would not 
have ſtartled at Deborahs Propoſal ? Yet when Siſera 
bad join'd his Mighty Army, and ſeem'd ſtrong e- 
nough to have ſwallow'd up his little handful : When 
the I ime of Action was at hand, and Deborah ſaid to 
him, --- Vp, for this is the Day in which the Lord hath v. 14. 
deliver” d Siſera into thine hand! Is not the Lord gone out 
before Thee? — Barak makes no Queſtion of the Truth 
of her Words, but Leads on, Fights with and Dil- 
comfits Siſera, and gave ſo entire an Over-throw to 
the Hoſt of Jabin, that not a Man beſide the General 
himſelf eſcap'd, and he eſcap'd only to come to a more 
Untortunate End. 1 N 
Upon the Whole, Deborah was Oovernour of Iſrael, 
ſhe Orders Barak to Fight for the Liberty of his Country ; 
ſhe Aſſign'd him an Army and directed him where to 
Raiſe it; ſhe Encouraged him with her Words, with 
her Company, and with God* Promiſe of Succeſs ; And 
God made that Promiſe Good to the full. Barat by 
Deborahs Appointment, was Captain General of the 
Armies of Iſrael, He neither Rais'd an Army, nor 
March'd it when Rais'd, nor Feught, when he had 
March'd, but only at her Word; at That he Attacqu'd 
the Exemy, Beat him, Pur ſu'd him, and at One Battle 
deliver'd Iſrael from Slavery. Sa e 
2. Me are to Conſider he Greatneſs of this Delive- 
rance, and the Manner how it was Effected. That we 
may underſtand the Greatzeſs of the Deliver ance the 
better, we muſt Conſider, That Jabin King of Cana- 
an and his Subjects muſt needs have an Inveterate Ha- 
tred againſt 1jrael ; Iſrael had diſpoſſeſs'd them of a 
Land flowing with Milk and Honey, and which was the 
Glory of all Lands: So many of them as had had their 
Lives ſpares, had been reduc'd to Extream Slavery, 
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and could not but watch for an Opportunity to be Re- 


venged ; And God himſelf, Provok'd by 1/raels Sins, 
ſeem'd to have taken part with the Canaanttes, for by 
his ! ermiſſicn, they had prevaiPd, and brought I/ ae/ 


„ 


to a Condition as Slaviſh as themſelves had been in 


before. 

But God, who deſign'd the Reformation and not 
the utter Ruin of his People, check'd the Fury of the 
Canaaniies, and would not let them put their Bloody 


„ 


Deſigns in Execution. He let Iſrael ſee how Uncapa- 
ble they were of Deſending themſclves if God ſhould 


Forſake them, and how little thoſe Idols they Wor- 


ſhip'd could ſecure them againſt the Indignation of the 


true God, and that, therefore, they ought to Return to 
him, ſince their help ſtood only in the Name of the Lord. 


But we can't doubt, tho? Jabin was not permitted 


to deſtroy Iael, but that he made uſe of all Politic 
and Forcible Ways to break the Spirits and to weaken 


the hands of his New Subjects; He therefore puts the 


Management of his New Ccxqueſ# wholly into the 


hands of his General Siſera. Siſera under his Maſter, 


car ry'd on his Tyranny with the greater Terror, be- 
cauſe, as the Text Tells us, He had Nine Hundred Cha- 


riots of Iron, Chariots Arm'd with Shs, as the Vul- 


gar Latin very well Interprets it, which kind of Cha- 


ricts were very Deſtructive Engines according to the 
Art Military of thoſe Ages. 9 | 1 
K1gs and Generals and other Great Officers were 


uont to Fight out of Chariots in Elder Days, not made 


as ours are, but wholly Open behind, and partly fo on 
the ſides, that the] er ſon might the more eaſily Mount 
and Diſmount as he had occaſion; but the Fore part 


was a Semi- circle rais'd almoſt Breaſt high, that from 


thence, as from a Reſt, the Warriour might Caſt a 
Spear or Draw a Bow, or uſe his Sword more itedily 
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and with a greater Force, That they might be the 
readier for which, they had their CHarioteers, Men of 


Valour, and skilful to drive right with or without 


Direction. Homer commonly Introduces his Heroes 
Fighting from ſuch Chariots as Theſe ; Heathen Au- 
tiquaries and Hiſtorians give us frequently Accounts of 


the ſame, and thus the Sacred Story repreſents Jehoſba- 


phat and Ahab in their Chariots at the Battle of Ramoth 


Gilead; Joram and Ahaziah at their Rencounter with 


Jehu, and good Joſiah in that Fatal Battle with Pharaoh 
Necho, And Caeſar, in his Commentaries, brings in 
our Anceſtors the Britons as Fighting, in his Time,out 


of ſuch Martial Carriages. Theſe Chariots gavetheir 


_ Riaers a mighty advantage of themſelves, againſt the 
[afantry or Common Soldiers. ENG 
Now as the Men of War of Old were Ingenious to 


one anothers Deſtruction as well as now-a-days, ſo, 


to theſe Chariots they added Syths and Hooks long and 
ſharp and crooked, and firmly fixt in their ſides, ſo that 
being driven by daring Men, and hurry'd on violently 

by the Force of Horſes train'd to the Work, they made 
terrible Havock eſpecially among the Foot, and were 
Miſchievous enough among the Horſe. Such Chariots 


were much us'd by the Perſians in their Wars, and 


Darius had great Numbers of them againſt Alexander 


the Great, and ſuch were Thoſe with which Jabin and 


Siſera ſo mightily oppreſs'd the Children of Iſrael ; And 
that this may not ſeem ſtrange, we muſt Conſider, 
That the [/rae/ztes, in all their Wars, March't into 


the Field on Foot, they had no Horſe-Men till they 
came to have Kzzes; and God generally forbad the 


Multiplication of Horſes among them, that they might 
not be like their Heathen Neighbours, and that, being 
ſenſible of their diſadvantage they had of their Enemies

by that means, they might the more abſolutely depend 
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upon the Protection and Aſſiſtance of their God. Hence 
God gives that Charge, when Jſrael ſhould come to

lame Importance. It was Compos'd by Deborah, In- 
dited by the Holy Ghoſt, and deliver'd down to us in 
a Stile Noble as the Victory it Celebrated, and agiee- 
able to the Majeſty of that God who gave it, nor can 
any Man who has either a Taſte of true Piety or true 
Poetry, Read it without the utmoſt Admiration. C 
By this way, in former Times, Men of Holy and 
Devout Minds generally expreſs'd their Gratitude to 
their Maker. This Practice gave Original to that 
Song of the Iſraelites upon the Drowning of Pharaoh and 
his Hoſt in the Red Sea, and their own Miraculous 
Paſſage thro? it. This gave being to that Wonderful 
Song of Moſes, that of Hammh, and a great part of the 
Book of Pſalms, it gave Birth to the Prayer of Habakkuk, 
to that of the Bleſſed Virgin, of Zacharias and of good 
Old Simeon, and to that Hymn which our Saviour 
Himſelf /ang after the Paſſover with his Diſciples; And 
thus St. John, in the Apocalypſe, introduces the Beaſts 
and the Elders and the whole Multitude of Glorify'd 
Sai ute, ſinging Pſalms and Hymns of Praiſe t him 
who ſits upon the Throne, and to the Lamb for ever and 
ever. VVA 
And all this was but Reaſonable; David declares - 
that he would ſing and give Praiſe with the beſt Mes 
cc I I IE TNS that 
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that he had; the {ame Reaſon oblig'd him to Praiſe 
God with the beſt of his skill, all that Art which the 
Holy Ghoſt had inſpir'd him with; And with the beſt 
Inſtruments he had, the Flute, Cymbal, Lute, Harp, 
Plaltery, Organ, and whatever was proper to Calm 
and Revive and to Elevate the Spirit. Poetry was the 
Ancient way of Treating of Dir ine Matters, all the 
Divinity of the Pagan World was deliver'd in Numbers 


and Meaſures ; They Chim'd well to the Ear, Touch'd | 


gently upon the Aﬀections, carry*'d ſomewhat of Sub- 
lime and Rapturoces in them, and made the deepeft 
Impreſſions upon the Memory ; Hence the Spirit often 
made ule of the ſame Way, and the Sozg of Iſrael on 


the Drowning of Pharaoh, That of Moſes before his 


Death, and this of Deborah on the Victory over Jabiz 
and Siſera, are the most Aucient and the Nobleſt pieces 


of Poetry now extant in the World. And who can 


doubt but that when thoſe whom God particularly fa- 
vours, when his Prieſts and his Prophets are mov'd by 
his Spirit to ſuch Compoſures, the Compoſitions 
themſelves muſt be entirely acceptable to God? 

We can't well doubt but that as Deborah Compos'd 
and Deborah and Barak {ang this Hymn to the Honour 


of God, ſo they ſang it to Muſical Inſtruments. The 
Heathen Nations always Prais'd their God's with ſuch, 
and they learn't it of the Iſraelites. Thus we ee 


Miriam the Siſter of Moſes and Aaron, and her ſelf a 


 Propheteſs, taking a Timbrel in her Hand and Heading 
the Virgins of Iſrael, while in Dances they oin'd their 


Voices with ſuch Inſtruments and ſang their Song up- 
on the Deſtruction of Pharaoh and his Hoſt, So Jep- 


tha's Daughter met him coming Home with Victory 


from the Ammonites; ſo David met the Ark of God at 


it's Entry into Jeruſalem; And David and Solomon 
took particular Care to furniſh the Tabernacle and the 
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Temple with all manner of Muſical Inſtruments, and 
with a particular Set of Men to Play upon and to Sing 
to them, and all this was done by Goa*s Direction, and 
with his Approbation. And Muſical Inſtruments wer 
us'd in Chriſtian Churches too, ſo ſoon as Convenience 
and Safety could admit them; And, had it not been 
ſo, it had been no Argument at all againſt their Uſe. 
We have indeed a ſullen Generation in theſe King- 
doms, who having, to the utmoſt of their Power diſ- 
ſolv'd all that Peace and Harmony which once render'd 
our Church Proſperous and Happy, ſeem ever ſince 


to have been made up of grating Diſcords, their Souls 


are ſo wholly out of Tune, that they hate Concent 
and Harmony in any thing belonging to the Church. 
That Evil Spirit from the Lord which has taken Pol- 


ſeſſion of the Quakers is too obſtinate to be Charm'd by 


the Sweezeſt Singers of our Iſrael, Our Bromniſts, In- 


dependants and Amabaptiſts, for a great while, were of 


the ſame ſour Humour, and Nothing but their own 
Mad Spiritaal Songs, as they call'd them, could be ad- 
mitted of, which when they ſung, the hoarſe Grumb- 
ling of Bears, and the ominous Houlings of Wolves 
were incomparably the ſweeter Muſic ; ſome indeed 


among them ſeem to be more poli{h'd of late, and can 


admit of ſinging Pſalms, and ſuppoſe them not ex- 
treamly dangerous, whether they are of Davids or of 
their Own Compolition _ A 5 

ut to have the Lute, the Harp, the Trumpet, the 


Organ in a Chriſtian Congregation, theſe are of a moſt 
Peſtilent Nature, They are Superſtitious, Idolatrons, 


Heatheniſh, or any thing which may render them O- 
dious to the Unconſidering Multitude. But why all 
theſe Exclamat ions againſt them ? Is it a Sin to Learn 


to play on an Inſtrument, or to play on it when we 
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have Learn'd? Then it muſt be a Sin every where 
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and at all times, for What is a Sin in it ſelf, or from 
the Nature of the Thing, can't be alter'd by any Cer- 
cumſtance, as no Cercumſtance can make it Law ful 
to be Urunk, to commit Adultery, Murder, &. If 
it be no Sin to play upon an Inſtrument, then it can be 
none to Devote a. Man's skill, in that particular, to 
God's Honour, as the greateſt and the Nobleſt End; 
and conſequently it can be no Sin to p/ay on an Inſtru- 
meat, any more than to ſing to the Praiſe and Glory of, 
God, Muſic is an Art of God's own Teaching, and 
was firſt us'd in Heaven, —When the Morning ſtars ſang Jos 42.5. 
together all the Sons of God ſhouted for Joy, — Nor was 
it without the Influence of Heaven that Fabal was the 

Father of all ſuch as handled the Harp and the Organ, 1. e. 
That he firſt made and taught the Uſe of thole Noble 
Inſt: uments, and what God had appointed in his own 

public Service among the Jews can never be diſpleaſing 

to him among Christians. 4 

5 To ſay that ſuch Church Muſic becomes not Chriſtians 
becauſe it was us'd among Jews and Heathens is abſurd ;. 
the Concurrence of Jews and Heathens in the Matter 
ſhews, that the uſe of ſuch Muſic is agreeable to NV 
tureand Reaſon and the Law of God too, and therefore 
it's the more fit for Chriſtians. To ſay that rhe Uſe 
of ſuch Inſtruments was Legal and therefore Antiquated 
by/the Coming of Chriſt, is as Rediculous, for they 

rs us'd before the Law was given by Moſes ; We: 

have no reaſon to Believe that Miriam was the Firſt 
who Danced and Sung and Flaid upon a Timbrel to. 
the Praiſe of God, and yet, if ſhe were the Firſt, even: 
ſo, it was us'd before Moſes came to Mount Sinai. Nor 
were thoſe Inſtruments us'd among them of a Typical 

Nature, ard ſo ſuperſeeded by the Appearance of their 

 Antitype, unleſs fuch Muſic were a Type of the Joys 

of Heaven, but Thoſe are ſtill to come, and are ex- 
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peQed, with as reaſonable a Confidence, by Chrittians 


as by Jews. Hence our Savicur himſelf join'd always 


inthe Texple Service, when he was at Jeruſalem, tho? 
all manner of Maſical Inſtruments were us'd theie ; 


Nor did his Apoſtles Deſert that Service after his Af: 


cent into Heaven, till the Diſſolution both of the Fewiſh 


Church and State; And we never find that either the 
Diſciples or their Maſter ever Condemn'd ſinging of 


Pſalms to Inſiruments of Muſic as either inexpedient or 
Superſtitious. Wo 


It's true, God regards not the Maſic either of the 


Inſtrument or the Voice, ſo much as he does the Heart; 
and doubtleſs Miriam and Moſes and Deborah and Da- 


vd, Or at leaſt God knew all this as well as Thoſe who 
object it; yet God appointed, and his Servants us'd 
them with found and thankful Hearts and never ſuſ- 
pected that Inſtrumental Muſic was any hindrance to 
their Devotions ; No, God requires the Heart, but he 
requires that the Heart in his Service ſhould be Eaſie 
and Compos'd ; Now the beſt of Men are ſometimes 


| Ruffled and Diſorder'd, when Muſic rightly Apply'd 


buthes the ſtormy Paſſions and lays all the Jarring Hu- 
mours to Sleep; Thus the Minſtrel Calm'd Eliſba“s 
Bo ſom, which the ſight of the 1do/atrous Ring of 1jrael 
had before Diſturb'd; ThusPa:id?s Harp temper'd the 


Malignant Humout of that Evil Spirit which Diſt ract- 


ed Saul; and David rais'd himſelf into Extaſie with 


the Melodious ſtrains of his own Voice and Harp. 


Nothing, indeed, works upon the Paſſions ſo much, 


or raiſes them to ſo kindly a Heat, as Muſic does, fo 
Drums and Trumpets and other Martial Inſtruments en- 


flame Mens Minds and make themRuſh allFearleſs into 
the Battle; 1o ſofter Maſic Lulls the moſt Unquiet Bo- 


ſoms into a ſweet Repoſe. Hence all Chriſtians,whether

except our own heavy Schiſmaties, ule Organs in their 
Publick Worſhiping Congregations and ſing their Palms 
to them with ſo agreeable an Harmony as really tends 
to the Honour of God and his Religion; while the Re- 
ligious Muſic of our Separatiſts, in General, has been, 
till of late, harſher than ſounding Braſs or tinkling 
Cymbals.

And the Poets tell us, that, even Thoſe Danced to the 
powerful Touches of Orpheus and Amphion; Ours ſure 
are more Inſenſible then They, who not only hate In- 
ſtruments of Muſic in their Aſſ:mblies, but Reproach and 
: Expoſe all ſuch as are of a more Heavezly Diſpoſition. 
| Divine Maſicis the Employ and Emblem of Heaven, and 
| None can be Enemies to it but ſuch as have neither 
| God nor Heaven in all their Thoughts, but thus the 
Eldeſt Saints, and thus the Perſons concern'd in the 
Text, prais*'d God for their Deliveran ce. 
4. We are to Conſider that Triumph which Deborah 
excites Barak her General to, and how Agreeable it was 
to that Wonderful Deliverance, which God, by his Hana, 
had given to bis People — Ariſe Barak, ſays the, and 
lead thy Captivity Captive, thou Son of Abinoam!

greateſt Glory and Magnificence ; It's Lawful both to 
take the Captives and the Spoils of War, and if it be 
lawful to take them, it can't be unlawful certainly to 
ſhew them in Publick. God requir'd « Teath of what 
| the I/rae/ites took from their Enemies as due to Him- 
. ſelf, who was the Lord of Hoſts and the Giver of Vic. 
tory; And we find the Sword of Goliah laid up before 
the Ark as a Conſecratẽd Weapon in Memory of Da- 
vids killing that Blaſphemous Giant. Such Solemn Tri. 
umphs were ever us'd by all Nations and gave mighty 
Encouragement to the Multitude; They made the 
very Cowards Brave and Daring, and every one Am- 
bitious of the Dangers of the Fight, that they might 
be Sharers in the Glory of the Victory; and it would 
look like ſomewhat of Ingratitude, not to ſhow the 
| Greatneſs of the Advantages gain'd for the ſatisfaction 
of others, as well as not to aſcribe them ali to God to 

Evidence our own Modeſty and Humility” 

But we ſee it's Deborah the Judge the Queen in Iſrael

From | 
whence we Learn, that, Ir' good Policy in Princes to |

leſt their Prudence, alour and Succeſs ſhould Eclipſe 
their own. But Princes of Great and Generous Spirits 
are above Tcaloufie, and always ſenſible of the Merits 
e che gave the Fata and Ad ace 
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their Glories Succeſsfully ; They are pleas'd with that 
Reputation Honourably gotten by their Subjects ; 
They'll Praiſe and Reward their Virtues, and know 


well enough that the Gallant Atchievements of their 


Captains redound to the Honour of their Sowvereigns, 
whoſe greater Genius is generally ſuppos'd to influence 


the Conduct and Succeſs of their Commanders; while 


Favour and Encouragement ſhown to Men of Prudence 


and Action makes every Private Adventurer Hope to 


be a General in time, and therefore to Behave himſelf 


o well as if he reſolv'd to Deſerve it f 

On the other hand, Men of Extraordinary Merit are 
generally very Modeſt, and willing to Aſſign all their 
Succeſſes to the Auſpicious Influences of their Saperiours. 


Envy commonly Attends great Deſerts, as Fogs do the 
| Riſing Sun; Modeſty and Humility break both the 
Teeth and Heart of Envy, and get the Compleateſt 


Victories by declining thoſe Honours which they might 
juſtly pretend to: Thus Joab, when he had beaten 


the Au monites, and had Beſſeg'd their Capital City, and 


found that he could be Maſter of it when he pleas'd, 
{ent for David to take it in his own Perſon, leaſt, ot her- 
wile, He himſeld ſhould take it, and it ſhou Id be call'd af- 
ter his Name, By which very ſeaſonable Modeſty, He, 
tho? otherwiſe obnoxious enough, avoided the Suggeſti- 
ons of his Enemies, and the Jealouſie of his Sovereign.
